University has just ;>ut a stop to a 
very serious inquiry alone this line 
by a very serious young siri student, 
but the questionnaire of the student 
has become public property anci -now 
every man and woman can search 
himself or herself and find out what 
he or she registers in the emotional 
line. 
It is difficult, however, for tho 


subject to classify himself or herself. 
That has to be done by an expert. So 
searching one's self, will set one no- 
where unless one has a family psy- 
chologist near at hand to give the 
examination papers the once over and 
mark the standing of the volunteer 
subject with a blue or red lead pencil. 


Since the announcement that some 


of the questions contained in the lat- 
est questionnaire could not be pub- 
lished with propriety in any family 
journal, the author of the question- 
naire has been swamped with inquir- 
ies as to how they can set a copy and 
CO to work on their own emotions. 


Miss Ethel Goldsmith, summer stu- 


dent at Columbia and hailing: from 
Cincinnati where she has an Rxceed- 
ingly high standing in psychological 
circles, said, today that while she was 
deeply chagrined that her present in- 
quiry should be halted, she would re- 
tain the questionnaire intact and use 
it again at a more opportune time. 
Miss Goldsmith protested there was 
nothing startling or bizarre about her 
questions and asserted that they fol- 
lowed precedents set along another 
line. Miss Goldsmith thought the four 
thousand summer students at Colum- 
bia would be ideal subjects. 
The stu- 
dents were not averse to the experi- 
ment, but now the authorities have 
stepped in anc confiscated the ques- 
tionnaires whichhadbeen distributed. 
Their excuse was that the inquiry is 
not being conducted by proper au 
thority- 


It would seem that the psycho- 


analysts base their search of the hu 
man mind upon some of the simplest 
questions in the world. 'Just what de- 
ductions they draw from the answers 
to these simple inquiries the lay mind 
can not grasp. 
For instance Miss Goldsmith wants 


to know first of all if you ever ran 
away from home and stayed out over- 
night.

So that much valuable data 
was added to the archives of the new 
soul-searching psychology. She also 
wants to know if you got tired of peo- 
ple easily.. The answer was that cer- 
tainly one got tired of those that 
picked their

most mysterious and significant ques- 
tion however, was: 
"Do you love to be tickled? 
Natural! the answer to that is that

The enterprising New York re- 


porter who discovered a

floating bar-room off the twelve mile 
limit furnishes the basis for an inter- 
national incident.

seas a veritable liquor emporium and 
a magnet for the yachtsmen of the 
ICew England coast whose graceful 
craft are reported anchored within 
easv access to the vessel. Official con- 
firmation of the presence of the ship 
is lacking but the story told by the 
returning journalist is of compelling 
force. He denotes the ship's registry 
asserting: that the liner flies the Brit- 
ish flag, he describes her lines which 
conform to those of the "Frederich 
der Grosse" well remembered as the 
German raider which put in to New- 
port News and there -was interned. He 
even gives the charges which prevail 
at the bar and other data so detailed 
that th«re can be no question of the 
presence of the vessel.

It is agreed on every hand that 


when the American advertising men 
dined at Paris with the president of 
the French republic a good time was 
had by all. The French press is now 
commenting with dry humor on the 
countemporary disappearance of 20 
gold teaspoons which up to or about 
that time had formed part of the ta- 
ble furniture at such functions.

There is no effort to veil suspicions,

very intimate contact was required. 
More disease developed after expos- 
ure in the recreation hall than else- 
where. 
The bacteria of sore throat are in 


the crypig.of the tonsils. They do not 
often get into the fore part of the 
mouth. 
Those that OP get there are 


washed away by the saliva and swal- 
lowed. 
There is very little danger 


spread 
by 
breathing the 
expired 


breath of people who are quiet. The 
ordinary mists of the breath do not 
carry the bacteria pf sore 
throat. 


There is almost no danger of infection 
through the air. The danger from 
towels, napkins, an deating utensils 
is slight. 
There is no danger from 


dust and fomites. 


The bacteria are either coughed up 


or hawked up. 
Therefore, there is 
danger from -pocket handkerchiefs, 
sputum, and from the throat secre- 
tions raisedby such conscious acts as 
coughing, hawking, and sneezing. 


Bloomfleld and Felty suggest that 


he same principles of infection should 
apply to diphtheria and scarlet fever. 
They say the reason so many of 'he 
people who drink infected milk get 
septic sore throat is that the milk 
contains such large doses of bacteria 
derived from the 
tonsils of 
throat 
cases. 
They cite Dudley's study of 


an epidemic of diphtheria in a school 
The disease was spread by the custom 
of putting penholders into th.e mouth 
indiscriminately. 
A penholder that 


las recently been in the mouth of a 
boy who harbo_rs the bacteria of sore 
throat wil carry in a arge dose of 
bacteria if another boy pts it into his 
otmh.
